Two office-type trailers, originally loaned by the Diocese, 
arrived April 23, 1966, These were to serve as office and class- 
room space for an estimated five years. In 1972, the Mission 
Committee arranged for the purchase of the trailers from the 
Diocese. They will provide meeting areas for youth groups such 
as scouts and E,Y,C., and additional classroom space, 

A Building Committee was appointed in the summer of 1970, cona@ 
sisting of William Dawkins,Chairman,Mrs, Jason Sox,Jr.,Tracy We 
Dotson, James Hogarth,Chester Nedwidek,Jr., and the Priest(ex-officio). 
In October, 1971, the Committee,then composed of Tracy Dotson, 
Chairman, Mrs. Sox. J, Hogarth,C.Nedwidek,and Richard Leonard, 
recommended that St. Paul's construct an educational wing with 
office and classroomsfacilities, Upon approval of the congregation 
and the Diocese, ground was broken in February, 1972. Appointed 
to the Committee at that time, to fill vacancies, were Clyde 
Huggins and James Russell. After a number of delays, the new 
building was finally ready for occupancy and dedication on 
June 6, 1973.
